On May 28, 2019, you filed a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request seeking the 
following: 


Copies of documents, including but not limited to emails, memos, letters, 
reports, briefs and call logs, referring to, discussing or generated as a result of 
referrals to and consultations with the Federal Bureau of Investigation and other 
components of the Department of Justice (Criminal Division, Civil Division, 

National Security Division, the Attorney General's office, etc.), regarding 
instances of unauthorized disclosures of information (AKA leaks) for 
investigation and/or prosecution between January 20, 1981 (or the date of 
creation of this agency, whichever came first) and the present. 

Your request was received in the Office of the Secretary FOIA office on May 28, 2019, and 
assigned control number OS-2019-00901. Please cite this number in any future communications 
with our office regarding your request. We are asking for a clarification regarding your request.
